muſh : & Sorrow giueth the Victory: It is a greeuous thing 
to behold our firſt entertainment, ſo diſpleaſintly entrea» 
ted: we lament in the firſt minute, and rue to the laſt mo. + 
1 ment. No ſooner borne, but ſtraight bound hand & foot, 
2 and caſt into the Cradle as into a Priſon , where vec lye 
long time faſt fettered in the feebleneſſe of onr own fletb, ' 
Then enter wee into the warres that holy i. ſpeaketh of, 
vrhere he ſaith : The life of man is but warfare, For there 
sno part of mans age that he paſſeth ouer, in the which'he 
hath not ſome combare to fight. The firſt conflict which 
we are to endure, is infancie, in the which time we labour 
with the lacke of Reaſon, and fight with our owne follie, 
not knowing where we are, ne what we are, ne whence, / 
not fer vehar yee come.

you will lay vpoa mc, For commonuly,great Proſperitie is 
a Meiſengerto greeuous Calamitic , and nothing in this 
life is certayne or ſurc, As Socrates affirmed when hee 
laide, that the certaineſt thing in this worlde was, that 
all things were vncertay ne, It is written,thatdiuers Cap- 
taynes came to Ageſi laus, aud requeſted him to walke vp 
ynto the hill called Olympus, here ( ſaid they) you ſnal 
{ce great wealthic Merchauntes, vttering a worlde of ri- 
ches, and pretious Jewels, His aunſwere was this: If 
could buy or ſel, yea, or exchaunge there ſoro for mirth,
